To the Housekeepers of Kentucky: 

^UIUNG the week beginning Synday, October 28th, a campaign will 
be conducted in all parts of the United States for signatures for 
the Food Conservation Pledge prepared by Mr. Herbert C.4iooTar, 
tbe National ^ood Adaiteistrator. 
The canvass will be made dur- 
ing the week In question by the 
patriotic women who have joined 
the organization of the Food 
Conservation Division of the 
Council of Defense in each coun- 
ty of the State, and the object of 
this address of the Federal Food 
Administrator for Kentucky is 
to explain exactly what win be 
asked of the housekeepers of the 
State of Kentucky, why It is ask- 
ed and what may be accomplish- 
ed tar oar toantry and oar* . 
selves. 

We wish to say atr the outset 
that the campaign is city wide, 
state-wide and ration-wide. No 
sectarian or denominational 
lines are involved. The campaign 
is endorsed by the clergymen of 
an the churches of the state, by 
our leading professional and 
business men, by all who under, 
stand .the importance of food 
conservation as a factor in win- 
ning the war. 

Form of PledgOk 
It is best; to state exactly what 
will be asked by the canvassers 
of the housekeepers of Ken- 
tucky. They will be asked, first, 
to sign ttie Pledge Card of the 
United States Food Administra- 
tion. *What does tliat card bind the housekeeper to? Here It is, ao all 
may Jadgo for theaiselves:

To the Pood Admittiotraler: 

I am gla(f to Join you in the service of food conservation 
for our nation, and I hereby accept membership in the United 
•tatoo Food Adminifltratlen, pledging myself to carry out the 
d i roe tl ons and advice of the Food Administrator in my homo^- 
Insofar as my circumstances permit. 

This is the pledge and the entire pledge. There are no dues of mem- 
bership. Signers will then he askd ti> hang in the front windows of their 
homes cards bearing the shield of the United States in colors attesting 
the tut that thOy are members of the organisation. 

vnmt the Plodoo Meana. 

It is wise, we think, to say a few words in regard to the pledge. It 
means no more and no less than it reads. It will be observed that signers 
of ^he pledge are not asked to bind themselves to any particular things. 
They are not asked at this time to promise to observe meatless days or 
to abstain from using any particular kind of food. They simply agree to 
carry out the directions and advice ot the Food Administrator 'insofar as 
their circumstances permit." We are aware that conditions differ la dif- 
ferent homes; that what is only a sacrifice to one may, under unusual cir- 
cumstances, be an impossibility to another. Therefore the qualifying 
clause "insofar as my circumstances permit" appears in tbe pledge. 

Thin qualifying clause brings the execution of the Food Administra- 
tor's adTicet down to the Individual oposclence ot the housekeeper who 
signs the pledge. It Is not expected that because ot this qualification the 
pledge will go as nothing. It is, in fact, our hope and belief that those 
who sign this pledge will consider themselves units in a great army of 
American housekeepers who propose to serve their coimtry and them- 
selves by following as closely as may be possible the directions and advice 
of the Food Administrator, knowhig .as we do that these diteetiims will 
be reasonable. 

It se^■ms hardly necessary for us here again to contradict the foolish 
rumors that have been circulated that it is the plan of the Food Adminis- 
tration to seize food found in private homes. No such thing was ever 
contemplated anri will not be conteL.plated. Such a report is enemy 
propaganda pur])oseIy designed to defeat the objeoti ot this front ooaser^ 
vation movement. 

Importance of the Work. 

We feel that we can add little to what has already been said by the 
President, by Mr. Hoover, and by others qualified to speak on such sub- 
jects in regard to the importance of food conservation during the coming 
winter, and yet, as a housekeeper, speaking to housekeepers, I wish to say 
that we understand tfea impbrtance of this woA and Wliava that the 
housekeepers ot the state will understand It 

Oar oountry is engaged in a g i aat war. Oor sons are going ont to give, 
if' necessary, their lives tm oar ooimtry. Ilieso bravo boys are willing to 
make, if necessary, the snprsase sacrifice, that American Ideals may 
endure, that Ame lean hlMMO auUF be kept safe from the invader. ' All of 
us have work to do at this tfane and the work that may be done in the 
individual homes of America in avoiding waste and saving food amy prove 
not the lease effective move in winning the war. 

Kentucky goes into the present winter in some ways well prepared. 
Employment is general, but prices are very high. The less that is wasted 
in the average household the less will have to be bought. The prices of 
foodstuffs offer an Inducement to prudence, but unless there is organiza-

The men who are patriotically working in Washington for the country 
and in charge of this mobilization mo\ ement of our food know that a real 
exigency exists. The 1916 harvest left us no surplus. The 1917 harvest 
is in and they can count on the food that can be used for ourselves, for 
the allied natfcms and for our men at the fighting front. They know that 
if the same prodigality in the waste of food continues in America, if the 
same bouteous hospit^ty and lavish use is maintaUied in our own homes, 
there will not be snllicient available tomaintain th^ armies who nro flght- 
ing oor battles on the westeni front of Europe. 

They do know, however, that if there begins at once a ooaeerted 
movemmit in all American homes to eliminate all nnnocessary tuie. a 
movement to Ibllow the advice ot the Food Admtnislyator for the aabsti- 
tutlon of some foods for others which We-'arb short, that the cnmdlatlve 
effect of that movement, covering throughout the country 23,000,000 Amer- 
ican homes, will provide during the coming winter the food that will be 
necessary for us to export, in order to keep the civilian populations of 
France and England supplied, the armies upon the battle line and the 
wonderful army now btiag gnfiftfod^by tfaie> United Skates, tbair best 
fighting condition.

Mr. Hoover does uuL ask any . Amer- 
ican woman to give up anything that 
is hers; to stint any member of her 
family in what they should eat, but 
to so administer her kitchen that 
when the meal is done there Is less, 
considerably less, to throw away.

Real Estate Transferred 



The extraordinary session of the 
Legislature passed a law which allows 
the Fiscal Court of a county to call an 
election to vote on a road tax of any 
amount up to 20 cents on the one hun- 
dred dollars worth of taxable property 
for a period of not longer tha^ ten 
years, and ait fuadaderived from the j 
r^x must be used for roads and bridge 
purposes. 

If tlie various counties of ttie State 

should vote such a tax, it would be 
possible in most cases to have goodi 
roads aad bridges without voting bond I 
issues. The fax alone would not 
work a hardship uu anv one and the 
loerease in value of property alone 
would he worth to the people several 
hundred times tiie amount they pay 
in taxes. 

Improved roads that ace in good 
coQiUtion every day of the year, are 
esssotial to tlie finaaeial welfare, per- 
sonal happiness, and socuu life of the 
Uioderd Community. Tlie reasons are! 
simple, because good roads mean lu- !
